CsJisd Discrimination 


TERMINAL COSTS INCREASED 


Monongahela Connecting Railroad and 


Its Shippers Have Enttred Separate 
Complaint to Commission Against 


Hereafter road commissioners will be 


accorded the privilege of riding with ru- 
r-U carriers for inspection of roads. 
The 


new rule is as follows : 
• "Postmasters at 


rural delivery offices are instructed to per- 
mit road supervisors or commissioners 
having direct charge of the highways, 
over which rural delivery routes are in 
operation, to ride over the routes with ru- 
ral carriers when such road offiicials are 
actually engaged in the performance of 
their duties in connection with the inspec- 
tion of roads.'' The new rule will be of 
great advantage especially to county su- 
perintendents of roads who will be able to 
inspect many miles of roads daily without 
going to the expense of horse or auto hire.

Spanish-American war veterans are de

The 
bill would grant §12 monthly to the wid- 
ow of any honorably discharged soldier 
or sailor and $2 monthly for each child 
under 16 years of age. provided that the 
widow shall have married the soldier 
prior to the passage of the bill. The pen 
sions are to be limited, however, to wid- 
ows without means of support other than 
their daily labor and an actual net income 
not exceeding $250 a year.

London.—At the annual dinner ot 


the Institute of Sanitary Engineers Sii 
William Ramsay raised the question 
of whether the unfit should be left to 
die.

ence by asking whether it was right 
that people should be so coddled as 
they were.

prolong the lives of the unfit, would 
It not be better to let some of them 
die out? he asked.

Proposed Suspension on Intra-State 
Business. 


Pittsburgh, Pa.—Thousands of ship- 


pers and receivers o£ freight in Penn- 
sylvania are awaiting with anxiety 
the outcome of the complaint of the 
Monongahela Connecting Railroad of 
Pittsburgh, and the shippers along Its 
lines, made last week to the State 
Public Service 
Commission, asking 


that the trunk lines be prohibited 
from 
discontinuing 
the joint rate* 


with this terminal road. If the joint 
rates are cancelled it means that the 
shipper via the Monongahela Connect- 
ing Railroad will have to pay an ad- 
ditional freight charge of % to % ol 
a cent per hundred weight, or ten to 
fifteen cents per ton, on all freight 
shipped or received by them over the 
lines 
of the 
road. 
All shippers 


throughout the state making use of 
terminal roads would likewise be af- 
fected and are therefore deeply inter- 
ested in the outcome of this complaint. 


The whole situation was brought 


about through an opinion or sugges- 
tion made to the railroads of the 
United States by Commissioner James 
S. Harlan of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission to the effect that if thd 
trunk lines hope to get permission to 
make a 5 per cent horizontal increase 
in rates they had best cancel all 
joint traffic arrangements with the »o- 
called industrial, or terminal or "tap" 
line roads and thereby effect a sav- 
ing of many millions of dollars a 
year. The opinion in effect declared 
that such roads are not railroads. 
The Monongahela 
Connecting Rail- 


road at once took exceptions and ia 
now contesting this opinion and un 
dertaking to show the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission that it is a bona 
fide railroad in every sense of the 
word, and that to permit the trunk, 
lines to cancel joint rates with 
it 


would be to discriminate against the 
shippers it serves by making them pay 
additional for their service, whereas 
shippers situated directly on a trunk 
line would continue to enjoy the flat 
Pittsburgh rate on all business inter- 
changed between trunk lines. 


Taking Commissioner Harlan's tip 


the railroads have announced their in- 
tention of cancelling these joint rates 
not only on interstate, but on intra- 
state business as well. It is because 
of the latter being included that the 
question was brought befpre the State 
Commission on complaint of the Mo- 
nongahela Connecting Railroad and its 
shippers. 


In proof of its contention that it is 


a real railroad and not a mere system 
of side tracks for the Jones & Laugh- 
lin Steel Company, the Monongahela 
Connecting Railroad is showing both 
the State and Interstate Commis- 
sions that it was originally built to 
connect up the three powerful trunk 
line 
systems 
entering 
Pittsburgh, 


namely, the Pennsylvania, the Pitts- 
burgh and Lake Erie (New York Cen- 
tral system) and the Baltimore and 
Ohio, and that it is today the only 
connection among these three systems 
which enables the many plants, mer- 
chants and individuals along its lines 
to ship and receive freight at will 
over any one or all three of these 
principal trunk lines at the flat Pitts- 
burgh rate. 


The Monongahela Connecting Rail- 


road was chartered and built in 1885 
and has lines for several miles along 
both the north and south banks of the 
Monongahela River with a bridge be- 
tween. 
It is almost in the heart of 


the city of Pittsburgh and in its most 
crowded industrial center. The road 
was chartered and built by the own- 
ers of the Jones & Laughlin Steel 
Company at the. urgent solicitation of 
the Pittsburgh and Lake Erie Rail- 
road, which at that time was entering 
the city on the south bank of the 
river to compete with the Pennsylva- 
nia for some of the even then enor- 
mous business of the mills and fac- 
tories. The construction of the Mo- 
nongahela Connecting Railroad enabled 
the Pittsburgh and Lake Erie to get 
across to the north bank of the river 
and get its share of the business 
there. When urging the construction 
of the road, the Pittsburgh and Lake 
Erie people agreed to make a traffic 
contract with the venture, so that the 
latter would get a portion of the flat 
rate for its services. This was done. 


The other railroads were quick to 


fall in line with the Pittsburgh and 
Lake Erie, in offering the road a 
•hare of the flat rate for the switch- 
Ing services, and the business In- 
creased until last year, the Mononga- 
hela Connecting Railroad Company 
handled nearly 700,000 tons, outside 
of all consignments to the Jones & 
Laughlin Company. 
That is more 


than ten other railroads of between 
60 and 129 miles in length handle in 
a year. 


Until 1899 the only business the 


Monongahela Company had on the 
north side of the Monongahela River 


iracKs were ezieacec along tae 
banks to the other Industries. 
By 


1888 
it had reached all those Indus- 


tries which had only ta« service «f 
the lialtimore and Ohio, and this ar- 
rangement cave them the o»en 4oor 
to all the roads. The J*M« It Lavffh- 
lla lurnaces, coke ovens and works 
••w on the north Wnk were net 
started until twehre, ytars after tku 
road was built. 


The Monoarahelt Ossnsctiag- Rail- 


way has a total ot 31 miles of track* 
and seven team sliinft, and that does 
not Include the prlvato sidinfs of til* 
Jones & Laughlha Steel Company nor 
those of any of the ether industries 
io< .ited .alone 
its 
lines. The lat- 


!._-; concern represents the ownership 
of the railroad, but a decision of the 
Qnited States Supreme Court made 
years ago declared a railroad was not 
•j. railroad by its ownership,, but only 
when It performed a public service. 
Vhat is what is claimed for the Mo- 
nongahela Connecting Railroad. 


This road is run In exactly the 


same way as any well-organize* rail- 
read. It has 35 locomotives, its own 
round houses, shops and all the rest, 
and is run according to printed 
schedule. 
The Idea that the allow- 


ance which It receives for • terminal 
services is in the nature of a gift Is 
wrong. 
It does the heaviest and 


most expensive work in railroading 
and earns a small return on the in- 
vestment. 


Under the tariff plans filed by the 


railroads on the strength of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission opinion, 
to take effect April 1, the absorption 
of the switching charges of the Mo- 
nongahela 
company will have seen 


cancelled. 
If the action of the rail- 


roads is allowed t« gtand, all traJic 
consigned to industries not on {he 
main lines will be left at junatior, 
points, with an additional terntina" 
charge to be paid by the shipper over 
and above the flat rate before lie car, 
have the car at its destination. This, 
will be objected to by tbausands o 
shippers all over the state aad prom 
ises to lead to a leg*! battle of no 
little importance to Hie shippers ol 
Pennsylvania,

Further 
inquiries 
show that the 


same woman prepared the creams 
causing similar tragedies at Sulplcleres 
In 1902, at Saint-Macalre the same 
year and at other places In 1906 and 
1911. 


Any food she touches, especially of 


a creamy nature, Is almost certain to 
be impregnated with microbes of gag- 
tro-enteritis. 
Professor Chantemesse 


was assisted by Drs. Picot, Rousseau 
and Rodriguez, who tested the theory 
on guinea pigs and obtained positive 
proof

Municipal Store In Chicago 


Has Proved Big Success. 


Chicago.—Father 
Dearborn 
(that's 


the nickname for Chicago) has opened 
his "sales at cost" grocery for busi- 
ness- 
It is In a neighborhood where 


the winter cold and the lack of work 
have caused considerable distress. 


County Agent Meyers has been des- 


ignated as store boss, and his bead 
clerk is Douglas Cleary. An appropria- 
tion of $25,000 was made jointly by the 
city and county to relieve the imme- 
diate needs of the poor, and it was de- 
cided to open a city store where staple 
foods might be bought at cost One 
hundred and twenty-five customers 
spent $130 on the first day. 


Only persons deemed in need of the 


benefits of the store are permitted to 
buy at the cost prices. Circulars were 
sent out to families whose names are 
on the list of the bureau of charities. 
These will be provided with cards, and 
those who wish to buy at the store will 
be asked to present the cards. 


The storekeeper, however, is permit- 


ted to use discretion if he considers 


j applicants are 
worthy. 
Those 
who 


are without cards and are out of em- 
ployment or in difficult circumstances 
because of illness are given a chance 
to register at the store and their cases 
investigated. 


Alderman James H. Lawley, who 


aided Mr. Meyers in planning the store. 
presented to the municipal markets 
commission at an afternoon meeting a 
graphic illustration of the part, played 
by the cost of food in the average fam- 
ily's existence. It showed that almost 
half of the income "pie" was consumed 
at the family table. The computations 
made by Frederick Rex. municipal ref- 
erence librarian, were based on the In- 
vestigations of the Massachusetts com- 
mission on the cost of living.

THE PLAGUES OF CHINA 


STUDENTS EARN $109',604. 


Teach Foreigners English, Translate 


and Pose For Advertisements. 


Chicago.—P>y posing fur artists who 


drav- advertisements for men's cloth- 
ing, by iiibl meting classes of foreign- 
ers in English, by translating foreign 
correspondence for business houses 
and by various other means students 
at the University of Chicago, who are 
working their way through school, last 
year earned a total of ?1U!),G04. or an 
average of more than $83 each. 


The annual report of the employment 


bureau of the university gives figures 
showing that many of the students 
earned from $2 to $25 a day. according 
to their talent. However, most of the 
positions filled were as waiters, stenog- 
raphers, salesmen and janitors. 


Nearly all of those assisted by the 


bureau were men. Of the 1,311 stu- 
dents employed only 117 were girls, 
who acted as tutors and companions to 
Invalids. 


Half a dozen football players since 


the close of the season have been pos- 
ing as artists' models at the rate of $2 
an hour. Other students found posi- 
tions ns chauffeurs, clerks and cash- 
iers in hotels, settlement teachers, so- 
licitors and guards and motormen on 
the elevated railroads.

Chicago.—A medical survey of Chi- 


na, the object of which will be to find 
a way to prevent the frequent plagues 
in China and further to safeguard 
public health there, is to be made by 
President Harry Pratt .ludson of ths 
University of Chicago under the di- 
rection of the Rockefeller foundation. 


At a meeting of the board of direc- 


tors of the university President Jud- 
son was granted a leave of absence 
from March until October. This time, 
In company \villi Mrs .Judson and a 
medical expert nut yet selected. Presi- 
dent Judsoa will spend in China gath- 
ering data on the medical and surgi- 
cal profession there and obtaining In- 
formation relative to the methods used 
for protecting public health. President 
Judson is a trustee of the foundation. 


"There is no doubt the loss of life 


in China from lack of modern medical 
methods and sanitation is frightful." 
said Dr. Judson. "The members of tbe 
board of the Rockefeller foundation 
have received numerous reports on con- 
ditions in China. 


"They now want first hand informa- 


tion from a member of the board and 
so delegated me for the work. 


"I shall leave about the first of the 


month, although the date of departure 
has not been set definitely as yet I 
expect to be gone about six months. 
We shall go by way of Europe, vlult- 
Ing a few of the principal cities, ftnd 
then go by way of the Siberian rail' 
road to Peking.

Monongahela Connecting Railroad «114

Buaineaa. 


Hereafter road commissioners will be 
accorded the privilege of riding with ru- 
n 1 carriers for inspection of roads. The 
new rule is as follows : ,f‘Postmasters at 
rural delivery offices are instructed to per­ 
mit road supervisors or commissioners 
having direct charge of the highways, 
over which rural delivery routes are in 
operation, to ride over the routes with ru­ 
ral carriers when such road officials are 
actually engaged in the performance of 
their duties in connection with the inspec­ 
tion of roads.’* The new rule will be of 
great advantage especially to county su­ 
perintendents of roads who will be able to 
inspect many miles of roads daily without 
going to the expense of horse or auto hire.

Pittsburgh, Pa.—Thou«anda of ship­ 
pers and receivers of freight in Penn­ 
sylvania are awaiting with anxiety 
the outcome of the complaint of the 
Monongahela Connecting Railroad of 
Pittsburgh, and the shippers along Its 
lines, made last week to the State 
Public 
Service Commission, asking 
that the trunk lines be prohibited 
from discontinuing the Joint rates 
with this terminal road. 
If the Joint 
rates are cancelled it means that the 
shipper via the Monongahela Connect­ 
ing Railroad will have to pay an ad­ 
ditional freight charge of % to % of 
a cent per hundred weight, or ten to 
fifteen cents per ton, on all freight 
shipped or received by them over the 
lines 
of 
the 
road. 
All 
shippers 
throughout the state making use of 
terminal roads would likewise be af­ 
fected and are therefore deeply inter­ 
ested in the outcome of this complaint. 


The whole situation was brought 
about through an opinion or sugges­ 
tion made to the railroads of the 
United States by Commissioner James 
S. Harlan of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission to the effect that if th# 
trunk lines hope to get permission to 
make a 5 per cent horizontal increase 
in rates they had best cancel all 
Joint traffic arrangements with the so* 
called industrial, or terminal or “tap** 
line roads and thereby effect a sav­ 
ing of many millions of dollars a 
year. 
The opinion in effect declared 
that such roads are not railroads. 
The Monongahela Connecting Rail­ 
road at once took exceptions and is 
now contesting this opinion and un- 
dertaking to show the Interstate Com­ 
merce Commission that it is a bona 
fide railroad in every sense of the 
word, and that to permit the trunk 
lines to cancel joint rates with 
it 
would be to discriminate against the 
shippers it serves by making them pay 
additional for their service, whereas 
shippers situated directly on a trunk 
line would continue to enjoy the flat 
Pittsburgh rate on all business inter­ 
changed between trunk lines. 


Taking Commissioner Harlan’s tip 
the railroads have announced their in­ 
tention of cancelling these joint rates 
not only on interstate, but on intra­ 
state business as well. It is because 
of the latter being included that the 
question was brought before the State 
Commission on complaint of the Mo­ 
nongahela Connecting Railroad and its 
shippers. 


In proof of its contention that it 1b 
a real railroad and not a mere system 
of side tracks for the Jones & Laugh- 
lin Steel Company, the Monongahela 
Connecting Railroad is showing both 
the State and 
Interstate Commis­ 
sions that it was originally built to 
connect up the three powerful trunk 
line 
systems 
entering 
Pittsburgh, 
namely, the Pennsylvania, the Pitts­ 
burgh and Lake Erie (New York Cen­ 
tral system) and the Baltimore and 
Ohio, and that it is today the only 
connection among these three systems 
whicli enables the many plants, mer­ 
chants and individuals along its lines 
to ship and receive freight at will 
over any one or all three of these 
principal trunk lines at the fiat Pitts­ 
burgh rate. 


The Monongahela Connecting Rail­ 
road was chartered and built in 1886 
and has lines for several miles along 
both the north and south banks of the 
Monongahela River with a bridge be­ 
tween. 
It is almost in the heart of 
the city of Pittsburgh and In its most 
crowded industrial center. The road 
was chartered and built by the own­ 
ers of the Jones & Laugh lin Steel 
Company at the urgent solicitation of 
the Pittsburgh and Lake Erie Rail­ 
road, which at that time was entering 
the city on the south bank of the 
river to compete with the Pennsylva­ 
nia for some of the even then enor­ 
mous business of the mills and fac­ 
tories. 
The construction of the Mo­ 
nongahela Connecting Railroad enabled 
the Pittsburgh and Lake Erie to get 
across to the north bank of the river 
and get its share of the business 
there. When urging the construction 
of the road, the Pittsburgh and Lake 
Erie people agreed to make a traffic 
contract with the venture, so that the 
latter would get a portion of the flat 
rate for its services. 
This was done. 


The other railroads were quick to 
fall in line with the Pittsburgh and 
Lake Erie, in offering the road a 
share of the fiat rate for the switch­ 
ing ssrvices, and the business in­ 
creased until last year, the Mononga- 
liela Connecting Railroad Company 
handled nearly 700,004) tons, outside 
of all consignments to the Jones 4 
Laughiln Company. 
That is more 
than ten other railroads of betweea 
60 and 129 miles in length handle is 
a year.

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MILLIONS SPENT IN 
FIGHTING DISEASE 


$29,000,000 Expended In Í9Í3 
to Prevent Tuberculosis. 


Washington.-—^The Nation.11 Associa­ 
tion For the Prevention and Study of 
Tuberculosis has prepared a statement 
showing that approximately $2iUKX).- 
OOO was spent in this country last year 
iu the treatment of persons alllicted 
with the disease and in the mainte­ 
nance of preventive measures. 


Treatment of tuberculosis patients in 
the more than f>00 sanitariums and 
Hospitals ol the country and the con­ 
struction of sucli institutions cost over 
$1*S.000.000 of the total expenditures, 
(‘are of patients in dispensaries and 
open air schools cost about $N25,000. 
Anti-tuberculosis associations and com­ 
mittees spent nearly $<»75,000, while 
state and local boards of health and 
special tub r-ulosis commissions spent 
over #250.000 


More than $13.800,000. or 09.3 per 
«•ont of the total expedltures, came 
irota public funds. The percentage ol 
public money spent in tuberculosis 
work has increased from 53.5 to near­ 
ly 70 per cent since 1!>0D. 


New York state spent more money 
in tuberculosis work than any other 
two states.

STUDENTS EARN $109,604. 


Teach Forcignero English, Translate 
and Pose For Advertisements. 


Chicago.—By posing for artists who 
draw" advertisements for men’s cloth­ 
ing, by instructing classes of foreign­ 
ers in iSnglish, by translating foreign 
correspondence for business houses 
and by various other means students 
at the University of Chicago, who are 
working their way through school, last 
year earned a total of $100,001. or an 
average of more than $S3 each. 


The annual report of the employment 
bureau of the university gives figures 
showing that many of the students 
earned from $2 to $25 a day. according 
to their talent. However, most of the 
positions tilled were as waiters* stenog­ 
raphers, salesmen and Janitors, 


Nearly ail of those assisted by the 
bureuu were men. 
Of the 1,311 stu­ 
dents employed only 117 were giris. 
who acted as tutors and companions to 
invalids. 


Iialf a dozen football players since 
the close of the season have been i>o8 
Intf as artists* models at the rate of $2 
an hour. 
Other students found posi­ 
tions as chauffeurs, clerks and cash­ 
iers in hotels, settlement teachers, so­ 
licitors and guards aud motormen on 
the elevated railroads. 


Icipel Store In Chlceio 
Has Proved Bit Success. 


Chicago.—Father 
Dearborn 
(that’s 
the nickname for Chicago) has opened 
his “sales at cost” grocery for busi­ 
ness. 
It Is In a neighborhood where 
the winter cold and tbe lack of work 
have caused considerable distress. 


County Agent Meyers has been des­ 
ignated as store boss, and his head, 
clerk Is Douglas Cleary. An appropria­ 
tion of $25.000 was made Jointly by the 
city and county to relieve the imme­ 
diate needs of the poor, and it was de­ 
cided to open a city store where staple 
foods might be bought at cost 
One 
hundred and twenty-five customers 
spent $130 on the first day. 


Only persons deemed in need of the 
benefits of the store are permitted to 
buy at the cost prices. Circulars were 
sent out to families whose names are 
on the list of the bureau of charities. 
These will be provided with cards, and 
those who wish to buy at the store will 
be asked to present the cards. 


The storekeeper, however, is permit­ 
ted to use discretion if be consider» 
; applicants are worthy. Those who 
are without cards and are out of em­ 
ployment or in difficult circumstance* 
because of illness are given a chance 
to register at the store and their cases 
investigated. 


Alderman James H. Law ley, who 
aided Mr. Meyers in planning the store, 
presented to the municipal markets 
commission at an afternoon meeting a 
graphic illustration of the part played 
by the cost of food in the average fam­ 
ily’s existence. 
It showed that almost 
half of the income “pie” was consumed 
nt the family table. Tbe computations 
made by Frederick Rex. municipal ref­ 
erence librarian, were based on the In­ 
vestigations of the Massachusetts com­ 
mission on the cost of living.

Chicago.—A medical survey of Chi­ 
na, the object of which will be to Clnd 
a way to prevent the frequent plagues 
in China and further to safeguard 
public health there.

The day Is close at hand when a 


quiver will go through the world and 
the little buds will start their shoot- 
ing and there will come a change over 
the face of the earth. And on that 
day the trumpet will sound to rouse 
from its possumish deadness each and 
every hibernating fly. 


This resurrected troop will this year 


appear with a' nourish as great as 
ever. 


Each little member of the troop will 


find the schedule of a very, very hard 
summer's work—to judge the fly world 
by human standards—awaiting it. The 
schedule, as printed here, speaks for 
itself. The New York advance agent 
for the fly kingdom, who now makes 
public the duty of eachf and every 
^patriotic fly for the coming season. Is 
the chairman of the Merchants' as- 
sociation's committee ou pollution and 
sewage. His name by the way is Ed- 
ward Hatch. 


The problem is one of eugenics. 


Considering the enormity of the task 
which rests on each fly, no one will 
argue that a fly which may fall short 
in performing the duties It owes to its 
race is worthy of contempt. 
But the 


matter of manners is also essential. 
Because the world is so thickly popu- 
lated with the race the species has be- 
come somewhat hoggish, 
especially 


with reference to its meals. 


It is a matter of common experience 


to see the greedy creatures come in 
from any old occupation and rush right 
to the table without stopping to wash 
their hands. 


Now, 
back to Mr. Hatch's statistics. 


They^are figured on the basis of one- 
half the flies being females, allowing 
only one crop to each mother fly. That 
is not quite fair, for six crops is not an 
uncommon yield.

Easter Festival 
in Crete 


Following Solcm?i Obser­ 
vance of Good Friday, 
It Is a Day of Un­ 
bounded Rejoicing

HE Easter festival in 
Crete 
is 
a strange 
combination of sym­ 
bolism 
and 
mate­ 
rialism, 
t h e r e 
is 
much 
to 
impress 
the mind and some­ 
thing to disgust the 
s e n s e s of western 
Christians, but both in 
the feasting and the 
fasting it is a life 
lived strenuously, and 
in this sense it is im­ 
pressive. 
At 
midnight 
on 
Easter 
eve 
the 
clash 
of 
bells 
through­ 
out the 
City of Candia proclaim 
for the orthodox the end of the 
long Lenten fast, which, during Holy 
Week at least, has been a fast in the 
most literal sense of the word. Since 
Palm Sunday bread and olives have 
sufficed for rich and poor alike, but 
on Holy Thursday, the droves of lambs 
and kids begin to pour into Candia 
in preparation for the .Easter feast, 
and the market-place is crowded with 
eager 
purchasers, 
who 
carry 
the 
woolly black-and-white creatures away, 
alive and bleating on their shoulders. 


But before the day of rejoicing must 
come tho long drama of Good Friday. 
All through the hours the heavy mists 
of incenso rise among the ikons in 
the dim cathedral, and tho priests 
intone their chants. 
The sun sets be­ 
hind tho snows of Mount Ida, and the 
stars come out over the walls of the 
city. Tho square around the Venetian 
fountain begins to fill again with 
people. 
Some sit down in front of 
tho cafes, drink their cups of coffee, 
or call for a lump of Turkish delight 
and a glass of cold water. 
Groups 
stand under tho orange trees, with 
candles in their hands. 
They wear 
tho embroidered waistcoats and baggy 
blue breeches which are still tho al­ 
most universal dress in Crete, and 
through every twisted sash Jb seen 
thrust tho long knife with handle 
of white fish-bone inlaid with silver, 
Then, in tho w-arm darkness, the 
bolls of the churches toll. 
Squibs and 
crackers begin to iiy about and. Ben­ 
gal lights illuminate the dark corners 
of the streets. The Greek church does 
not teach that the events of Good 
Friday aro only tragic, and for those 
who understand the feeling behind the 
simple realisms of a Cretan Easter 
thero is no incongruity 
this fore­ 
taste of tho joy to come. 


Gradually the throng becomes denser 
as tho time draw's near for the passing 
of tho procession which is to carry 
Christ to tho grave. Presently irum 
one of tho narrow side streets comu# 
the faint sound of military busies, and 
.oyer the uncovered heads of the peo« 
appear taJl colored lamps ua all 


ver staves, swaying to and fro in the 
hands of white-robed acolytes, be­ 
hind them banners borne by the sol­ 
diers, and then the old archbishop in 
cope and mitre stiff with gold, sur­ 
rounded by his chanting priests. 


The bier itself, swinging on high 
poles, is carriod by some of the peo­ 
ple. 
It is covered with flowers, and 
the dim light reveals no taw'driness in 
its decoration. Last of all march the 
officers of the Cretan army. The pro­ 
cession passes slowly through the 
square, and returns after a time by 
the same road to the cathedral. 
Tho 
crowd disperses, soon the lights disap­ 
pear from the window’s and the Lions 
of Venice are left alone once more, 
bearing up their marble fountain. So 
ends Good Friday in Candia, and the 
faithful turn themselves again to the 
expectation of their Easter day. 


At the turn of midnight on Satur­ 
day the pealing of bells, the fireworks, 
and the shouting through the town 
proclaims the day of festival, but at 
seven o’clock none but Turks are vis­ 
ible in the streets, for every Christian 
is in church.

at Nazareth 


Years Have Dealt Lightly 
With Spot Where Mary 
Was for a Time Happy 
With Her Infant Son 


HE garden at Nazareth 
covers a hillside slope 
with flowers. It lies 
under a sky so pale 
from 
oriental 
heat 


that its blue is deli- 
cately tinted 
white. 


This garden, where 
Mary and the infant 
Jesus were happy long 
ago, 
is now little dif- 


ferent in appearance 
from what it was in 


early days. Nature cherishes her pwn, 
a jealous mother, and in these quiet 
tills of Galilee her h»nd works loving- 
ly. The garden, -when the dawn breaks 
gently, gleams with the jeweled glory 
of the dew. When twilight falls and 
the birds which all day long have 
fluttered in tree and coppice are quiet, 
and the doves whose busy wings have' 
fluttered whitely in the sunshine seek 
their nests harmoniously, it is a peace- 
ful place, sequestered. 


So few changes have come to the 


life of this part of Palestine in 2,000 
years that it is not hard to pierce 
the misty veil of time and realize as 
in a lision how this garden looked 
when Mary used to go there with 
her little Son, a happy mother for 
whom the future held no fears. 


Built on the sides of two hills, the 


town itself has a charm all its own, 
made up not alone of pious associa- 
tions but as well of the beauty of or- 
chards, cultivated fields and gardens. 
As seen from the high road which 
leads thither from the sea through 
the wide, fair plain of Esdraelon it 13 
a friendly looking place. 
' 


Its houses, red and white, stretch 


up to the top of the hill from the 
steep declivity in which the town is 
placed, and gardens and orchards in- 
terspersed add color to the scene, re- 
lieving that bleakness of plain walls 
which look so bare m heat of south- 
ern sun. 


Though not so large as Jerusalem, 


smaller even than Bethlehem, the 
tov,n wears an air of distinction, a 
cheerful 
atmosphere of hospitality 


withal which wins it a fond place in 
a weary traveler's regard. 


To this quiet city of Galilee Mary 


came as a bride from the hilltop tov^n 
of Sepphons 
Tradition tells how 


young bhe was, ho\v beautiful

were her hands and 
fr>< t. ' She had 


traveled quite a little in ln-r short life. 


For once a year the went on foot

thoughts of tender motherhood. 


By this path she led her little boy 


to Joseph's workshop, -where he would 
learn the trade of carpentry. 
Here 


she was happy. Here she was young. 
Not ye$ into her loving heart had 
come the fear of her Son's great des- 
tiny. 


Just a little beyond the town of 


Nazareth, about 500 yards from where

To one who has a lit- 
tle knowledge of the principles of 
cookery, the school of experience IB 
often a dear teacher. 
The path is. 


smoothed somewhat for her who will 
follow a few of the underlyipg princi- 
ples of cookery, of which the follow- 
ing are some: 


Never bake or cook food that baa 


egg in it at a very high temperature. 
If egg is to be baked, set the .dish ii> 
a pan of hot water to equalize the 
heat and temper it. 


All vegetables should be put to cook 


In boiling water, as the starch needs 
a high temperature 
to burst the 


grains. Baked potatoes are thus more 
wholesome because a. higher tempera- 
ture than boiling can be maintained 
throughout the cooking. 


Potatoes, to be dry, mealy and di- 


gestible 
when 
boiled, should 
be 


drained as soon as tender, then cover 
of the kettle removed and the steam 
quickly dispelled from them by shak- 
ing the kettle over the heat. 


Coffee is ruined by long cooking on 


the grounds. 
If it is to be served 


boiled, see that the pot is clean and 
sweet; put in a tablespoonful of cof- 
fee for every cup of boiling water, a 
pinch of salt, and then pour on the 
fresh boiled water. Keep the cover 
up and watch it; when it boils up 
stir it down. Do this three times, then 
put down the lid and set it aside for 
five minutes to settle. Egg adds to 
the flavor as well as settles coffee, 
and may be added, to its improving. 
vVhen adding egg, however, remember 
to dilute it well with cold water, to 
dissolve the albumen before stirring 
it into the coffee, for otherwise it 
coats the coffee and the strength is 
not extracted. 


If the ideal method for making cof- 


fee is used, very finely ground coffee- 
Is cooked in a percolator. There is no- 
danger of getting bitter, unwholesome 
coffee by this method, as the liquid 
cannot stand on the grounds.

Bread Crumb Biscuit.—Soak a quart 


of crumbs in a quart of milk for three 
hours. Then add a half cup of melted 
shortening and enough flour to stiffen, 
two teaspoonfuls of baking powder, a 
teaspoonful of salt and a teaspoonful 
of sugar with two well beaten eggs. 
If dropped in well greased gem pans 
they may be quite soft and are better 
made in that manner. 


French Salad.—Peel three Spanish 


onions, scoop out a teaspoonful from 
the center of each, fill with butter, 
salt and seasoning of pepper; put in 
a baking dish and add a little water. 
Bake until brown. When the onions 
are cold, cut them in quarters and 
place them on a bed of water cress. 
Skin half a dozen sardines and lay 
them on the quarters of onion. Serve 
with French or a boiled dressing.

The Garden 


at Nazareth 


Years Have Dealt Lightly 
With Spot Where Mary 
Was for a Time Happy 
With Her Infant Son 


tho oriental sky, where breezes ¿sway 
the 
yellow 
celandines 
amid 
the 
grasses, where tiny violets clothe the 
hillside modestly with bloom. 


Back to their garden at Nazaretn 
came at last the holy family, and in 
the little house adjoining they lived 
all through the boyhood of Jesus 
In 
this pleasant spot Mary often sat, her 
child at her knee, and dreamed long 
thoughts of tender motherhood. 


By this path she led her little boy 
to Joseph’s workshop, where he would 
learn the trade of carpentry. 
Here 
she was happy. Here she was young. 
Not ye$ into her loving heart had 
come the fear of her Son’s great des­ 
tiny. 


Just a little beyond the town of 
Nazareth, about 500 yards from where 
Mary’s house stood, on its borders, 
and at this later day close to the 
Church of the Annunciation, is the 
historic well, approached by a path 
long and stony, where Mary came for 
water for her household. 
Below the 
fountain is a pool where she washed 
her garments and household linen. 


Today at evening, when coolness 
has descended from the hills and tem­ 
pered the heat in the valley round­ 
about, the women of Nazareth come 
down the Sis’iy pathways from the 
town to fill their jars with water at 
this fountain. 


Swiftly and softly the women come 
and go. 
With practiced movement 
they take the amphoras from their 
heads, fill them at the fountain, and 
lift them once more to poise them 
either on head or hip. 
Every atti­ 
tude Is strong and easy. 


Their garments, the dark blue or 
red skirt of Galilee, corded in at the 
waist, the protecting cloak which cov- 


oil, and his final success in saving 
both hir 
If and the boy, is told In a 
report to the life-saving service. 


The boy had all his clothes torn off 
In the struggle to free him from the 
sticky mess. Olsen had almost as hard 
a time. His account reads:

“W’hile within the station I heard a 
cry of ‘Help!’ seeming to come from 
a distance. I ran out to inquire of the 
surfman on watch if he had noticed 
the direction of the call, but he had 
heard nothing. 


“Again I heard the faint call for 
help, and leaping into the station skiff 
I rowed with all my might across the 
river. There on the bank I found Joe 
Sauter, ^ boy of thirteen years, Im 
mersed in the center of a w’ell of pitch 
and crude oil, with only his left shoul­ 
der and head above. 


“As the boy wras almost gone and 
sinking, quick work wfaB necessary. 
I 
threw a scantling across on top of the 
well, and getting into position, took 
firm hold of the boy’s shoulders, but 
his coat ripped into tatters. As I was 
also going down, I got out and, quickly 
placing a 16-foot plank on top, again 
took firm hold under the boy’s arm­ 
pits. 
Using all my strength, I was 
able to pull the boy out of his cloth­ 
ing, w'hich was held fast by the pitch. 


“By this time four surfmen arrived 
and carried the boy, w>ho was naked,

HE garden at Nazareth 
covers a hillside slope 
with flow?ers. 
It lies 
under a sky so pale 
from 
oriental 
heat 
that its blue is deli­ 
cately 
tinted 
white. 
This 
garden, 
where 
Mary and the infant 
Jesus w*ere happy long 
ago, is nowr little dif­ 
ferent in appearance 
from what it was In 
early days. Nature cherishes her own, 
a jealous mother, and in these quiet 
hills of Galilee her h»nd works loving­ 
ly. The garden, when the dawn breaks 
gently, gieams with tho jeweled glory 
of the dew. When twilight falls and 
the birds wrhJch all day long have 
fluttered in tree and coppice are quiet, 
and the doves whose busy wings have 
fluttered whitely in the sunshine seek 
their nests harmoniously, it is a peace­ 
ful place, sequestered. 


So few changes have come to the 
life of this part of Palestine in 2,000 
years that it is not hard to pierce 
the misty veil of time and realize as 
in a vision how this garden looked 
when Mary used to go there with 
her little Son, a happy mother for 
whom the future held no fears. 


Built on the sides of two hills, the 
town itself has a charrn all its own, 
made up not alone of pious associa­ 
tions but as well of the beauty of or­ 
chards, cultivated fields and gardens. 
As seen from the high road which 
leads thither from th e sea through 
the wide, fair plain of Esdraelon it is 
a friepdly looking place, 
9 


.Its houses, red and white, stretch 
up to tho top of the hill from the 
steep declivity in which the town is 
placed, and gardens and orchards in­ 
terspersed add color to the scene, re­ 
lieving that bleakness of plain walls 
which look so bare in heat of south­ 
ern sun. 


Though not so largo as Jerusalem, 
smaller even than Bethlehem, the 
town wears an air of distinction, a 
cheerful 
atmosphere 
of 
hospitality 
withal, which wins it a fond place ia 
a weary traveler’s regard. 


To this quiet city of Galilee Mary 
came as a bride from the hilltop town 
of Sepphoris. 
Tradition teJls how 
young she uas, how beautiful her 
dark and oval face appeared, how liny 
were her hands and feet. She had 
traveled quiteajittle in her short life. 


Kor oijco a year she went on foot 
with Anna and Joachim to Carmel, 
where they owned some land on the 
outskirts of Galilee. 
That mountain, 
which overlooks St. John of Acre, we 
are told, she Joved especially, for 
there she could scan both sky and 
petv and watch the clouds like angels1 
garments trailing delicately across tho 
fields of blue, 


Krom this humble home Jn Nazar 
fcth she iled with her child in ner 
arms, following Joseph lo far Egypt, 
there to Jive in exile until it was safe 
once more to return to the land of 
jaor birth.

buckskin and dragging an old-fash­ 
ioned gun about as* long as himself.

them; but human nature la a* good 
deal alike In all ages. 
We wlah to 
have our own, mako our own mlatakea 
and successes. To one who haa a lit- 
tie knowledge of the principles ot 
cookery, the school of experience U 
often a dear teacher. 
The path la 
smoothed somewhat for her who will 
follow a few of the underlying prlnel* 
pies of cookery, of which the follow­ 
ing are some: 


Never bake or cook food that haa 
egg in It at a very high temperature. 
If egg ia to be baked, set the dish 1* 
a pan of hot water to equalize the 
heat and temper It. 


All vegetables should be put to cook 
In boiling water, as the starch needa 
a high 
temperature 
to 
burst the 
grains. Baked potatoes are thus more 
wholesome because a higher tempera­ 
ture than boiling can be maintained 
throughout the cooking. 


Potatoes, to be dry, mealy and di­ 
gestible 
when 
boiled, 
should 
be 
drained as soon as tender, then cover 
of the kettle removed and the steam 
quickly dispelled from them by shak­ 
ing the kettle over the heat. 


Coffee Is ruined by long cooking on 
the grounds. 
If it is to be served 
boiled, see that the pot is clean and 
sweet; put in a tablespoonful of cof­ 
fee for every cup of boiling water, a 
pinch of salt, and then pour on the 
fresh boiled water, 
Keep the cover 
up and watch It; when it bolls up 
stir it down. Do this three times, then 
put down the lid and set it aside for 
five minutes to settle. 
Egg adds to 
the flavor as well as settles coffee, 
and may be added, to its improving. 
When adding egg, however, remember 
to dilute It well with cold water, to 
dissolve the albumen before stirring 
it into the coffee, for otherwise it 
coats the coffee and the strength ia 
not extracted. 


If the ideal method for making cof­ 
fee is used, very finely ground coffeo 
ts cooked in a percolator. There is no 
danger of getting bitter, unwholesome 
coffee by this method, as the liquid 
cannot stand on the grounds. 


If cream Is not obtainable for this- 
good cup of coffee, a third of a cup 
of hot milk put into tho cup and a 
little strong coffee added makes a 
fair substitute.

Then add a half cup of melted 
shortening and enough flour to stiffen, 
twro teaspoonfuls of baking powder, a 
teaspoonful of salt and a teaspoonful 
of sugar with two well beaten eggs. 
If dropped in well greased gem pans 
they may bo quite soft and are better 
made in that manner. 


French Salad.—Peel three Spanish 
onions, scoop out a teaspoonful from 
the center of each, fill with butter, 
salt and seasoning of pepper; put in 
a baking dish and add a little water. 
Bake until brown. 
When tho onions 
arc cold, cut them in quarters and 
place them on a bed of water cress. 
Skin half a dozen sardines and lay 
them on the quarters of onion.

Accused of Stealing $20,000 


That Disappeared in 1912, 


William R. Baum, aged thirty years 


a clerk in the railway mail service 
in Harriaburg, Pa., was arrested bj 
Deputy United States Marshal James 
W. Snyder, charged with having stolen 
$20,000 from the mails. 


It is alleged that two packages, each 


containing $10,000 in currency, were 
taken from the mails on July 5, 1912 
The money was heing sent from St 
Paul to a bank in New York. Postal 
service detectives have been at work 
on the case ever since. 


Baum was held under $10,000 bail 


by the United States commissioner. 11 
is said the government has expended 
more than the amount of the stolen 
money to uncover the robbery. Everj 
postal clerk working between St. Paul 
and New York has been under scru 
tiny for nearly two years. 


Attention is said to have been at 


tracted to Baum by the fact that he 
was indulging in expenditures appar 
ently not in accord with his salary oi 
$1200 a year. 


Detectives learned that he was deal 


ing in real estate, had money in the 
bank, rented a safe deposit vault and 
owned an automobile. On Jan. 4 ol 
this year Baum was married, and he 
and his bride took a honeymoon trij 
to Palm Beach, Fla., where he wat 
reported to have been a very libera' 
spender.

On a motion for the engrossment 
and third reading of the repeal mea* 
ure the administration forces won by 
247 ayes to 160 nays. This was the first 
teat vote. 


It remained for Representative Pe 
tern, of Massachusetts* to spring the 
eleventh hour sensation In the debate 
He read a letter from Richard Olney 
secretary of state under Grover Clew 
land, urging ail Democrats to support 
the president. Mr. Olney’s opinion that 
an exemption did not violate the Hay 
Pauncefote treaty had been used in 
many of the arguments against re 
peal and was referred to by Speakei 
Clark.

Declaring that he was not a candi 
date for prealdtnt in 1916, disclaimin' 
any personal issue with President Wil 
son, and asserting that ehere would b< 
no breach In the Democratic party 
Clark made one of the closing speech 
es in the debate. 


To those who had looked to the 
speaker to attack the president, th< 
speech was mild and disappointing 
but nevertheless It was one that wat 
fraught with many possibilities a» t< 
political action In the future.

It is alleged that two packages, eacb 
containing $10,000 in currency, were 
taken from the mails on July 5, 1912 
The money was being sent from St 
Paul to a bank in New York. Postal 
service detectives have been at work 
on the case ever since. 


Baum was held under $10,000 bai) 
by the United States commissioner. II 
is said the government has expended 
more than the amount of the stolen 
money to uncover the robbery. Ever> 
postal clerk working between St. Pan» 
and New York has been under scru 
tiny for nearly two years. 


Attention is said to have been at 
tracted to Baum by the fact that he 
was indulging in expenditures appar 
ently not in accord with his salary oJ 
$1200 a year. 


Detectives learned that he was deal 
tag in real estate, had money in the 
bank, rented a safe deposit vault anc 
owned an automobile. On Jan. 4 oJ 
this year Baum was married, and hi 
and his bride took a honeymoon trip 
to Palm Beac*hf Fla., where he wat 
reported to have been a very libera

TAKES POISON ON TRAIN 


To baffle the law, which again hud her 


in its toils, Mary 11. Gough, alia? Daw- 
son, took poison while being taken from 
Hanover to Baltimore Tuesday morning 
by Chief of Police Smeach. When the 
Chief and his woman prisoner reached 
the office of Marshal Faran at Baltimore, 
about 12;3Q p m., the woman almost col- 
lapsed, and was hastened to the Mercy 
hospital, where she is in a serious condi- 
tion. Although only 29 years old, the 
woman has a long police record and was 
pardoned on Dec. 9 last while serving a 3- 
year term in the Maryland penitentiary 
on forgery charges, and prior to this serv- 
ed 5 years on similar charges in the peni- 
tentiary at Philadelphia. Freed from the 
Maryland penitentiary, the woman soon 
found employment as stenographer and 
bookkeeper in the office of Eosen bloom 
& Levy, Baltimore She worked there a 
few weeks when it was found that the 
endoisement on a check supposed to have 
been diawn by that firm had been forg- 
ed. The forgery was traced to her. Be- 
fore the police located her she skipped 
and a country -wide search was staited. 
Monday niaht Chief Smeach located her 
in the American hotel, in Hanover, and 
on Tuesday morning she was arrested. 
He took her aboard the 9:35 a m train 
for Baltimore 
She asked permission to 


get a drink of water after leaving Hano- 
over, and the Chief sava he thinks it was 
then that she took the poison tablets. 
Shortly after she complained of being ill 
When questioned by Smeach she admitt- 
sd that she had swalled six bichloride 
tablets. There were no physicians on the 
femin and she was tiken direct to Balti- 
more. 


In a critical condition at Mercy hospi- 


tal, she made two attempts to end her 
hfe by throwing herself from a window of 
the institution but she was caught.

All suspicious cases should be 


promptly reported to the State Veterina- 
r.-.n as required bylaw. The State de- 
stroys horses and mules affected with 
glanders. If they are in such a condi- 
tion that they have a market value a lim- 
ited appraisement may be allowed. Dr. 
Marshall concluded by stating that the 
fctate Livestock Stock Sanitary Board will 
render assistance at all times by cleaning 
up known centers of infection and thus 
vbecking the spread of disease.

you are properly vouched for to the 
gang leader by some one with a "big 
pull.* 


The man with the "big pull" Is al­ 
ways a politician or a gambler, writes 
Henry N. Hall in the Sunday 
New 
York World. The politician’s alliance 
with the gangster is as close today, 
if not fcs open, as when a district 
leader on the eve of an Important elec­ 
tion gavo an interview to newspaper 
men with one foot on a box from which 
hla lieutenants were distributing 500 
lead-loaded blackjacks to "the boys" 
for use the next day, or when a politi­ 
cal leader—now one of New York's 
most distinguished representatives in 
the congress of the United States— 
went over to New Jersey to testify un­ 
der oath that "Monk" Eastman wraa a 
reputable business man and an other­ 
wise desirable citizen. 


Difficult Problem. 


There is no more difficult problem 
In American civic life today than the 
elimination of the gang. 
There are 
three reasons for this. 
The first Is 
that the American public is indifferent 
to crime. 
There Is no place In the 
world where the man in the street w'ho 
goes about his own business and keeps 
clear of the underworld is as safe in 
his person as he is here, and the 
result is tha* unless he himself, or 
some one he know« personally, is the 
victim of a crime, he reads about these 
things in the paper with an interested 
complacency not unlike the feelings ho 
derives from a thrilling moving-picture 
show. 
Gangs, gangsters. Black Hand 
crimes and bomb outrages are accept­ 
ed as among the things Incidental to 
life In a big city, and it Is impossible 
to aroueo anything like public indig­ 
nation over their presence. 


Tho second reason is that the Inter­ 
ests to which the gangs are useful— 
the politicians, the gamblers and those 
who grow rich in the underworld—are 
so powerful that they are able to pro­ 
tect those w'Uo are of service to then, 
It is only in exceptional cases, when 
public feeling Is outraged 
by 
some 


by th« appearance of thrc*o *r four 
snmllnr and rival organization*» It I* 
only srattflring tho trouble. 


Catching the Gangater Young, 


There is only one way to put dow^ 
gangs in a city like New York, and 
that Is to cut off their supply of re­ 
cruits, The gangster has to bo caught 
young. There is no gang in New York 
today which willingly adds grown men 
to Its ranks. 
The new recruit* all 
come tip from the streets, 
I have 
talked with a number of gangsters, and 
there Is such a surprising unanimity 
about their boyhood days that It is not 
impossible to plcturo the upgrowth 
of the "gorilla." 


Watch almost any gang of small 
boys playing In the streets of the ten­ 
ement district*. They alwaye have a 
leader, 
It matters not what thoy are 
doing dr to what mischief they are 
up, there Is always one who 1* braver, 
stronger, more resourceful than tho 
rest. He will grow Into a man of ac­ 
tion. 
He will make a sucCesa of life 
if his homo Influences and early oppor­ 
tunities give him a fair chance; but 
If ho goes wrong he I* the material of 
which tho gangster k made. It I* *o 
easy for him to go wrong. 


An he get* older he may commit 
some little breach of tho law that 
other boys will take prldo in as a 
proof of his daring, 
The corner sar 
loonkeeper patronize* him and mar­ 
shals him with others of hi* kind.. He 
get* his introduction into tho under­ 
world and meets r^ai gangsters upon 
whom the women of tho etreets fawn 
and who nod knowingly to tho "cop" 
on the corner. 
If he stumbles Into a 
scraps the saloonkeeper or one of his 
m<wly acquired friends will appeal to 
some ward politician for bail, lawyers 
and the necessary "pull" to get him 
out of trouble. Then he sticks to his 
friends, and gangdom has won another 
recruit. 


Irrepressible Conflict. 


All this is perfectly well known to 
tho church©«, the settlement workers 
and all the "reformers," and many and 
strange are the ways of those who 
would lead youth in the paths of right­ 
eousness. 
There is going on all the 
time in this as in every other great 
city a constant tussle between the 
forces of good and the forces of evil. 
Both are reach’ng down into 
the 
struggling mass of upgrowing human­ 
ity, eeeking for new recruits.

Field for Boy 8couts. 


Only one organization really seem« 
to be properly equipped for attracting 
to itself the boys who but for its exist­ 
ence wfould grow up to bo gangsters, 
and that is tho Boy Scouts. It is just 
the kind of thing that appeals to high- 
spirited boys and it is doing a most 
wonderful work in making them into 
manly youths who will grow up to be 
good and useful citizens, 
There 1« a 
striking sameness about tho gangster's 
unwritten code and the laws of the 
scouts. 


“Thou shalt not squeal," is tho first 
law of tho gangBter. 
The gangster's 
honor is to be trusted in gangdom. The 
first law» of the Hoy Scouts is “A 
scout's honor is to bo trusted." If ho 
breaks his honor by telling a lie he 
ceases to bo a scout, if the gangster 
squeals tho penalty Is death. 


Next to not squealing, tho Jaw* of tho 
gang la that its members Bliall be 
•'hunky." A scout's second law' is loy­ 
alty to his country aud his friends. 
"Ho muBt stii'k to them through thick 
and thin against anyone who 1* their 
enemy." And so on. A scout must be 
bravo and daring and must obey or* 
der* without question and ho must 
never sulk. 
All of which thing* are 
expected of tho gangster. 


Mostly American-Born. 


A large majority of tho gangster» 
are American born, mostly of Llsh or 
Italian descent. The young Jew doe» 
not mak« good gang materiul, or rath­ 
er what gangs there are in or of tlu» 
Ghetto dUTer from tho reul "gunmen," 
The young Jew who goo* wrong be­ 
comes a thief, a “dip," or pickpocket, 
or else ho gambles—generally with 
more or let»« success—In which case 
he hires gangsters to protect his prof­ 
its. liure aud there on tho lower Kast 
Bide a gang of young Jews will get up 
a Jake lottery and sell their worthies* 
tickets to the suittll shopkeepers, who 
know* that refusal to "come across*" 
with the 50 cent* dcmauded would lead 


to a «ton* bol* 4 pitched through thmr 
store window at night, or uomo wanton 
damage being done to their floods. It 
is a chenp form of blackmail. 


Leader* Who Play 6af** 


There are several gangs 
rt New 
Vork with a membership of more than 
a thousand, but more and more the 
men tit the head of them keep their 
hands free of actual crime. The lead­ 
er is tin man with brains and money, 
and nboro all with tho confidence of 
the ]K)liLcian, who has enough Inftu* 
onco to «Tiooth out the serlou* trou­ 
bles Into vhich his followers may fall. 
In case of a murder or killing It I* 
tho generai rule for the actual tour* 
derer to be safely hidden away while 
tho arrest n brought about of some 
other mom’jer of the gang, who, on 
trial, will te. able to put in a perfect

defense, or who will have to be re­ 
leased by the police for lack of evi­ 
dence. 


Although it is literally 
true 
that 
there arc In New York today dozens of 
gangs and thousands of gangster«, the 
great majority are without real stand­ 
ing In the underworld. At a conserva­ 
tive estimate there are, however, from 
twenty 
to 
twenty-flv© 
recognized 
gangs, with a membership In excess of 
5,000 men, from which politician* and 
gamblers and others requiring their 
services can get thugs, repeater« and 
strong-arm men for any purpose, from 
carrying an election or breaking 
a 
strike to securing tho commission of 
crime against the person* or property 
of citizens. 


Settle Their Own Dispute*. 


Gangdom recognizes this atate of 
outlawry and it always settles It* own 
disputes. 
The recognized forces of 
law' and order—the police—are never 
called upon to listen to it* complaint*. 
If a gangster falls In any feud, if he 
has been shot or stabbed, he never 
give« the name of his assailant "H# 
will attend to that when he gets ouL" 
If he dies he knows that his friend* 
will avenge him, and often In New 
York hospitals when the police have 
vainly tried to get a wounded gang­ 
ster to “squeal“ some member of hi* 
gang will call at the hospital, bend 
over the little white cot and only 'a 
tightening of his jaw* tells the police­ 
men on guard that the 
visitor 
ha* 
learned the namo of the man wiio I* to 
pay for the gangster's death.

TAKES POISON ON TRAIN 


To bailie the law, which a^ain had her 
in ita toils, Mary M. Gou^h, alias Daw- 
■on, took poison while beinff taken from 
Hanover to Baltimore Tuesday morning 
by Chief of Police Smeach* 
When the 
Chief and his woman prisoner reached 
the office of Marshal Faran at Baltimore, 
about 12;3Q p m., the woman almost col­ 
lapsed, and was hastened to the Mercy 
hospital, where she in in a serious condi­ 
tion. 
Although only 29 years old, the 
woman has a long police record and was 
pardoned on Dec, 9 last while serving a3- 
year term in the Maryland penitentiary 
on forgery charges, and prior to this serv* 
ed 5 years on similar charges in the peni­ 
tentiary at Philadelphia. Freed from the 
Maryland penitentiary, the woman soon 
found employment as stenographer and 
bookkeeper in the office of Rosen bloom 
& Levy, Baltimore 
She worked there a 
few weeks when it was found that the 
•ndoisement on a check supposed to have 
• been diawn by that firm had been forg­ 
ed. The forgery was traced to her. 
Be­ 
fore the police located her she skipped 
and a country-wide search was started. 
Monday night Chief Smeach located her 
in the American hotel, in Hanover, and 
on Tuesday morning she was arrested. 
He took her aboard the 9:35 a m train 
for Baltimore. 
She asked permission to 
get a drink of water after leaving Hano- 
over, and the Chief savs he thinks it was 
then that she took the poison tablets. 
Shortly after she complained of being ill 
When questioned by SJmeach she admitt­ 
ed that she had swalled six bichloride 
tablets. There were no physicians on the 
tnain and she was t.iken direct to Balti­ 
more. 


In a critical condition at Mercy hospi­ 
tal, she made two attempts to end her 
life by throwing herself from a window of 
tbe institution but she was caught. 


Recently the death oi a .siienlist con* 
mi*cted with the Ohio State University 
was reported to have been due to gland­ 
ers. A man and a woman died in Penn­ 
sylvania with the disease. 
In comment 
ing on the above cases, Dr. Marshall, 
htate Veterinarian, says that glanders is a 
fatal disease of horaes, mules and man ; 
there is no known cure for the malady. 
The symptoms that might be observed by 
a layman are a discharge from the nose 
and riowly healing ulcers on the lessor 
on the animal’s body. 
These ulcers may 
or may not be connected by a corded 
«welling have a rosebud like appearance 
and discharge a sticky yellowish or honey 
like material. 
Usually the animal’s ap­ 
petite is good and it may work for years 
but eventually will loose flesh rapidly, 
becomes worthless and is a source of dan 
gcr at all times to horses, mules and man. 
rl he glands under the jaw may be swol< 
Jen, hard and seem to be fastened to the 
bones but they seldom break or diseharg 
pM; 
All suspicious ca^es should 
be 
p/wmptly reported to the State Veterina­ 
rian as required by law. 
The State de­ 
stroy» horses and mules affected with 
glanders, 
If they are in such a condi 
tion that they have a market value a lim­ 
ited appraisement may be allowed. 
Dr. 
Marshall concluded by Btating that the 
htate Livestock Stock Sanitary Board will 
render assistance at all times by cleaning 
up known centers oi infection and thus 
checking the spread of disease.

Called Discrimination 


TERMINAL COSTS INCREASE» 


Monongahela Connecting Railroad and 
Its Shippers Have Entsrsd Separata 
Complaint to Commlaaion Against 
Proposed Suspension an Intra-Stats 
Business. 


Hereafter road commissioners will be 
accorded the privilege of riding with ru* 
r\ 1 carriers for inspection of roads. The 
new rule is as follows : 
‘Postmasters at 
rural delivery offices are instructed to per­ 
mit road supervisors or commissioners 
having direct charge of the highways, 
over which rural delivery routes are in 
operation, to ride over the routes with ru­ 
ral carriers when such road officials are 
actually engaged in the performance of 
their duties in connection with the inspec­ 
tion of roads.^ The new rule will be of 
great advantage especially to county su­ 
perintendents of roads who will be able to 
inspect many miles of roads daily without 
going to the expense of horse or auto hire. 


What proved to be a case offlsuicide by 
carbolic acid took place on Saturday when 
the body of Frieda Wiawesser, aged 23 
years, residing at Poplar Neck, a suburb j 
of Reading, was found lying along th e ;

Pittsburgh, Pa.—Thousands of ship­ 
pers and receivers of freight in Penn- 
aylvania are awaiting with anxiety 
the outcome of the complaint of tha 
Monongahela Connecting Railroad of 
Pittsburgh, and the shippers along ita 
lines, made last week to the Stats 
Public 
Service 
Commission, asking 
that the trunk lines be prohibited 
from discontinuing the ioint rataa 
with this terminal road. 
If the joint 
rates are cancelled it means that tha 
ahipper via the Monongahela Connect­ 
ing Railroad will have to pay an ad­ 
ditional freight charge of % to % of 
a cent per hundred weight, or tan to 
fifteen cents per ton, on ail freight 
shipped or received by them over the 
lines 
of 
the 
road. 
All 
shippers 
throughout the state making use of 
tarminal roads would likewise be af­ 
fected and are therefore deeply inter­ 
ested in the outcome of this complaint. 


The whole situation was brought 
about through an opinion or sugges­ 
tion made to the railroads of tha 
United States by Commissioner Jamei 
S. Harlan of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission to the effect that if the 
trunk lines hope to get permission to 
make a 5 per cent horizontal increase 
in rates they had best cancel al) 
joint traffic arrangements with the so* 
called industrial, or terminal or “tap’* 
line roads and thereby effect a sav­ 
ing of many millions of dollars a 
year. 
The opinion in effect declared 
that such roads are not railroads. 
The Monongahela Connecting Rail­ 
road at once took exceptions and is 
now contesting this opinion and un­ 
dertaking to show the Interstate Com­ 
merce Commission that it is a bona 
fide railroad in every sense of the 
word, and that to permit the trunk 
lines to cancel joint rates with 
it 
would be to discriminate against the 
shippers it serves by making them pay 
additional for their service, whereas 
shippers situated directly on a trunk 
line would continue to enjoy the flat 
Pittsburgh rate on all business inter­ 
changed between trunk lines. 


Taking Commissioner Harlan’s tip 
the railroads have announced their in­ 
tention of cancelling these joint rates 
not only on interstate, but on intra­ 
state business as well. 
It is because 
of the latter being included that the 
question was brought before the State 
Commission on complaint of the Mo­ 
nongahela Connecting Railroad and its 
shippers. 


In proof of its contention that it is 
a real railroad and not a mere system 
of aide tracks for the Jones & Laugh- 
lin Steel Company, the Monongahela 
Connecting Railroad is showing both 
the 
State and 
Interstate Commis­ 
sions that it was originally built to 
connect up the three powerful trunk 
line 
systems 
entering 
Pittsburgh, 
namely, the Pennsylvania, the Pitts­ 
burgh and Lake Erie (New York Cen­ 
tral system) and the Baltimore and 
Ohio, and that it is today the only 
connection among these three systems 
which enables the many plants, mer­ 
chants and individuals along its lines 
to ship and receive freight at will 
over any one or all three of these 
principal trunk lines at the fiat Pitts­ 
burgh rate. 


The Monongahela Connecting Rail­ 
road was chartered and built In 1885 
and has lines for several miles along 
both the north and south banks of the 
Monongahela River with a bridge be­ 
tween. 
It is almost in the heart of 
the city of Pittsburgh and in its most 
crowded industrial center. 
The road 
was chartered and built by the own­ 
ers of the Jones & Laughlin Steel 
Company at the urgent solicitation of 
the Pittsburgh and Lake Erie Rail­ 
road, which at that time was entering 
the city on the south bank of the 
river to compete with the Pennsylva­ 
nia for some of the even then enor­ 
mous business of the mills aud fac­ 
tories. 
The construction of the Mo­ 
nongahela Connecting Railroad enabled 
the Pittsburgh and Lake Erie to gat 
across to the north bank of the river 
and get its share of the business 
there. When urging the construction 
of the road, the Pittsburgh and Lake 
Erie people agreed to make a traffic 
contract with the venture, so that the 
latter would get a portion of the flat 
rate for Us services. 
This was done. 


The other railroads were quick to 
fall in liue witli the Pittsburgh and 
Lake Erie, in offering the road a 
ahare of the flat rate for the switch­ 
ing sarvices, and the business In­ 
creased until last year, the Mononga­ 
hela Connecting Railroad Company 
handled nearly 700,004) tons, outside 
of all consignments to the Jones 4 
Laughlin Company. 
That is more 
than ten other railroads of betwees 
60 and 12V miles in length handle la 
a year. 


Until 1899 tha only business the 
Monongahela Company had on the 
north side of the Monongahela River 
were two little furnaces of Laugli^u 
and Company, but at the behest of 
the Pittsburgh and Lake JCrle. tha 


tracics ware ezteasea sten t tae river 
hanks to the other Ipdsatrfee. 
By 
1*88 it had reached all those Indus* 
tries which had only the service ef 
the Baltimore aad Ohfe. aad thla a* 
rangoment gave tfceai tke apes deer 
to all the roads. The Jesee * Laagh- 
lia furnaces, coke evens aad werka 
saw os the sertti hank were sat 
started until twelve faara after the 
road waa hullt. 


The Monongahela Connecting- Hall­ 
way has a total at N Siltaa ef trsoM 
and eeven team sldlaya, aad that doss 
not Include the private sldlnts ef the 
Jones ft Laugh lia Steal Company aor 
those of any of the ether ladustrtee 
lo< a ted .along 
Its 
lines. The 
lat­ 
ter concern represents the ownership 
of the railroad, bat a decision of the 
United States Supreme Court made 
years ago declared a railroad was not 
a railroad hy Ita ownership, but only 
when it performed a public service. 
That Is what Is claimed far the Mo­ 
nongahela Connecting Railroad. 


This road is run In exactly the 
same way as any well-organized rail- 
read. 
It has 35 locomotives, Its ewn 
round houses, shops and all the rest

schedule. 
The Idea that the allow­ 
ance which it receives fer terminal 
services is in the nature of a gift is 
wrong.

Under the tariff plans Sled by the 
railroads on the strength of the later- 
state Commerce Commission opinion, 
to take efTect April 1, the absorption 
of the switching charges of the Mo­ 
nongahela company will have been 
cancelled. 
If the action of the rail­ 
roads is allowed to stand, all traMr 
consigned to industries net on tnn 
main lines will be left at junetiop 
points, with an addltienal tormina* 
charge to be paid by the shipper ever 
and above the flat rate before ne can 
have the car at its destinatlea.

will be objected to by thousands o 
shippers all over the state aad prom 
ises to lead to a leapl battle of no 
little importance ts Vie Shippers of 
Pennsylvania.

his "sales at cost” grocery for busi­ 
ness. 
It Is in a neighborhood where 
the winter cold and the lack of work 
have caused considerable distress. 


County Agent Meyers has been des­ 
ignated as store boss, and bis head 
clerk is Douglas Cleary. An appropria­ 
tion of $25.000 waa made Jointly by the 
city and county to relieve the imme­ 
diate needs of the poor, and it was de­ 
cided to open a city store where staple 
foods might be bought at cost 
One 
hundred and twenty-five customers 
spent $130 on the first day. 


Only persons deemed in need of the 
benefits of the store are permitted to 
buy at the cost prices. Circulars were 
sent out to families whose names are 
on the list of the bureau of charities. 
These will be provided with cards, and 
those who wish to buy at the store will 
be asked to present the cards.

at Nazareth 


Years Have Dealt Lightly 
With Spot Where Mary 
Was for a Time Happy 
With Her Infant Son

IIE garden at Nazareth 
covers a hillside slope 
with flowers. 
It lies 
under a sky so pale 
from 
oriental 
heat 
that its blue is deli­ 
cately 
tinted 
white. 
This garden, 
where 
Mary and the infant 
Jesus were happy long 
ago, is now little dif­ 
ferent in appearance 
from what it was in 
early days. Nature cherishes her pwn, 
a jealous mother, and in these quiet 
hills of Galilee her hand works loving- 
> ly. The garden, when the dawn breaks 
gently, gleams with tho jeweled glory 
of the dew. When twilight falls and 
the birds which all day long have 
fluttered in tree and coppice are quiet, 
and tho doves whose busy wings have 
fluttered whitely in the sunshine seek 
their nests harmoniously, it is a peace­ 
ful place, sequestered. 


So few changes have come to the 
life of this part of Palestine in 2,000 
years that it is not hard to pierce 
the misty veil of time and realize as 
in a vision how this garden looked 
when Mary used to go there with 
her little Son, a happy mother for 
whom tho future held no fears. 


Built on the sides of two hills, the 
town itself has a charm all its own, 
made up not alono of pious associa­ 
tions but as well of the beauty of or­ 
chards, cultivated fields and gardens. 
As seen from the high road which 
leads thither from the sea through 
tho wide, fair plain of Esdraelon it is 
a friendly looking place.

.Its houses, red and white, stretch 
up to tho top of tho hill from tho 
steep declivity in which tho town is 
placed, and gardens and orchards in 
terspersed add color to the scene, re* 
1 leving that bleakness of plain walls 
which look so bare in heat of south­ 
ern sun, 


Though not so largo as Jerusalem, 
smaller even than Bethlehem, tho 
town wears an air of distinction, a 
cheerful atmosphere of hospitality 
withal which wins it a fond place in 
a weary travelei*'s regard. 


To tills quiet city of Galileo Mary 
came as a bride from the hilltop tosvn 
of Sepphoris. 
Tradition tell* how 
young she was, how beautiful her 
dark and oval face appeared, how tiny 
were her hands and feet. She had 
traveled quite a little in her short life. 


For once a year she went on foot 
with Anna and Joachim to Carmel, 
where they owned some land on the 
outskirts of Galilee. 
That mountain, 
which overlooks St. John of Acre, we 
are told, she Joved especially, for 
ihero she could scan both sky and 
{sea and watch the clouds llko angels' 
garments trailing delicately across tho 
holds of blue.

Back to their garden at Nazaretn 
came at last the holy family, and in 
the little house adjoining they lived 
all through the boyhood of Jesus 
In 
this pleasant spot Mary often sat, her 
child at her knee, and dreamed long 
thoughts of tender motherhood. 


By this path she led her little boy 
to Joseph*» workshop, where he would 
learn the trade of carpentry. 
Here 
she was happy. Here she was young. 
Not ye$ into her loving heart had 
come the fear of her Son’s great des­ 
tiny. 


Just a little beyond the town of 
Nazareth, about 500 yards from where 
Mary’s house stood, on its borders, 
and at this later day close to the 
Church of the Annunciation, is the 
historic well, approached by a path 
long and stony, where Mary came for 
water for her household. 
Belowf the 
fountain is a pool where she washed 
her garments and household linen. 


Today at evening, when coolness 
has descended from the hills and tem­ 
pered tho heat in the valley round­ 
about, the women of Nazareth come 
down the stony pathways from the 
town to fill their jars with water at 
this fountain.

To one who haa a lit* 
tie knowledge of the prlnelplea of 
cookery, the school of experience la 
often a dear teacher. 
The path 1» 
smoothed somewhat for her who will 
follow a few of the underlying prlncl* 
pies of cookery, of which the follow­ 
ing are aome: 


Never bake or cook food that hM> 
egg in It at a very high temperature. 
If egg la to bo baked, set the .dish 1» 
a pan of hot water to equalize the 
heat and temper It. 


All vegetables should bo put to cook 
In boiling water, as tho starch needa 
a 
high 
temperature 
to 
burst the 
grains. Baked potatoes are thus more 
wholesome because a higher tempera­ 
ture than boiling can be maintained 
throughout the cooking. 


Potatoes, to be dry, mealy and di­ 
gestible 
when 
boiled, 
should 
be 
drained as soon as tender, then cover 
of the kettle removed and the steam 
quickly dispelled from them by shak­ 
ing the kettle over tho heat. 


Coffee Is ruined by long cooking on 
the grounds. 
If it is to be served 
boiled, see that the pot is clean and 
sweet; put in a tablcspoonful of cof­ 
fee for every cup of boiling water, a 
pinch of salt, and then pour on the 
fresh boiled water. 
Keep tho cover 
up and watch it; when it boils up 
stir it down. Do this three times, then 
put down the lid and set it aside for 
five minutes to settle. 
Egg adds to 
the flavor as well as settles coffee, 
and may be added, to its Improving. 
When adding egg, however, remember 
to dilute it well with cold water, to 
dissolve the albumen before stirring 
it into the coffee, for otherwise It 
coats the coffee and the strength la 
not extracted. 


If the ideal method for making cof­ 
fee is used, very finely ground coffee 
is cooked in a percolator. There is na 
danger of getting bitter, unwholesome 
coffee by this method, as the liquid 
cannot stand on the grounds. 


If cream Is not obtainable for this, 
good cup of coffee, a third of a cup 
of hot milk put into tho cup and a 
little strong coffee added makes a 
fair substitute.

Attention is said to have been at 
tracted to Baum by the fact that he 
was indulging in expenditures appar 
ently not in accord with his salary oJ 


$ 1 2 0 0 a year. 


Detectives learned that he was deal 
ing in real estate, had money in the 
bank, rented a safe deposit vault anc 
owned an automobile. On Jan. 4 oJ 
this year Baiun was married, and he 
and his bride took a honeymoon trip 
to Palm Beach, Fla., where he was* 
reported to have been a very libera 
spender.

EW YORK.—Rival gangsters fought 
a revolver battle from automobiles 
on primary day, September 1G, in 
broad sunlight, at the corner of Sixty- 
fifth street and Broadway, just aa the 
matinee crowda were pouring out of 
the theaters. 
The police managed to 
get four of the combatants, and the 
car which they had used in the shoot­ 
ing affray wa« found to contain lists 
of voters In six election districts, sys­ 
tematically arranged to enable repeat­ 
ing. 


It was the gang in. the service of the 
politician, Just as in the Rosenthal 
m urder tho gang had been in the serv­ 
ice of a high police official. 
The 
gang serves those who pay it or can 
protect it against the law. 
For $S 
it will detail a “kid” to black a man's 
•yea; for $60 you can have a man 
«tabbed, and "doing the big Job” will 
ooet you more than $500 or $1,000 if 
you are properly vouched for to the 
gang leader by some one with a “big 
pull.* 


The man with the "big pull" Is al­ 
ways a politician or a gambler, write« 
Henry N. Hall in the Sunday 
New 
York World. The politician’s alliance 
with the gangster is as close today, 
if not ks open, as when a district 
leader on the eve of an important elec­ 
tion gave an interview to newspaper 
men with one foot on a box from which 
hi« lieutenants were distributing 500 
lead-loaded blackjacks to "the boys" 
for use the next day, or when a politi­ 
cal leader—now one of New York's 
most distinguished representatives in 
the congress of the United States— 
went over to New Jersey to testify un­ 
der oath that "Monk" Eastm an wfas a 
reputable business man and an other­ 
wise desirable citizen. 


Difficult Problem. 


There is no more difficult problem 
In American civic life today than the 
elimination of the gang. 
There are 
three reasons for this. 
The first Is 
that the American public is indifferent 
to crime. 
There Is no place in the 
world where the man in the street wrho 
goes about his own business and keeps 
clear of the underworld is as safe in 
his person as he is here, and the 
result is that unless he himself, or 
some one he know« personally, is the 
victim of a crime, he reads about these 
things in the paper with an interested 
complacency not unlike the feelings he 
derives from a thrilling moving-picture 
show. 
Gangs, gangsters, Black Hand 
crimes and bomb outrages are accept­ 
ed as among the things incidental to 
life in a big city, and it is impossible 
to aroueo anything like public indig­ 
nation over their presence. 


Tho second reason is that the inter­ 
ests to which the gangs are useful— 
the politicians, the gamblers and those 
Who grow rich in the underworld—are 
bo powerful that they are able to pro­ 
tect thoso who are of service to them. 
It Is only in exceptional cases, when 
public feeling is outraged 
by 
6omo 


by the appearance of three or four 
smaller «ml rival organisations, 
It is 
only scattering the trouble. 


Catching the Gangster Young, 


There Is only one way to put down 
gangs In & city like New York, and 
that Is to cut off their supply of re­ 
cruits. The gangHter has to bo caught 
young. There Ik no gang In New York 
today which willingly adds grown men 
to its ranks. 
The new recruit* all 
come up from the streets, 
I have 
talked with a number of gangsters, and 
there Is such a surprising unanimity 
about their boyhood days that It Is not 
IrnpOHHlblo to picture the upgrowth 
of the "gorilla." 


Watch almost any gang of small 
boys playing in the streets of the ten­ 
ement districts. 
They always havo a 
leader, 
It matters not what they arc 
doing ¿r to what mischief they are 
up, thoro Is always one who is braver, 
stronger, more resourceful than tho 
rest. 
He will grow into a man of ac­ 
tion. 
He will mako a success of life 
If his homo Influences and early oppor­ 
tunities give him a fair chance; but 
if ho goes wrong he is the material of 
which the gangster Sm made. 
It Is so 
easy for him to go wrong, 
* 


Am he gets older he may commit 
some little breach of tho law that 
other boys will tako prldo in as a 
proof of his daring. 
The corner sa^ 
loonkeeper patronize« him and mar­ 
shals hlrn with others of his kind.. He 
get« his Introduction into tho under­ 
world and meets real gangsters upon 
whom the women of the streets fawn 
and who nod knowingly to tho "cop" 
on the corner.

Gangdom recognizes this «tate of 
outlawry and it always settles it« own 
disputes.

If a gangster falls in any feud, if he 
has been shot or stabbed, he never 
gives the name of his assailant

will attend to that when he gets out." 
If he dies he knows that his friend« 
will avenge him, and often in New

Field for Boy Scout«. 


Only one organization really seems 
to be properly equipped for attracting 
to itself the boys who but for its exist­ 
ence wfould grow up to bo gangsters, 
and that is the Boy Scouts. 
It is just 
the kind of thing that appeals to high- 
spirited boys and It is doing a most 
wonderful work in making them into 
manly youths who will grow up to be 
good and useful citizens. 
There is a 
striking sameness about the gangster's 
unwritten code and the laws of the 
scouts. 


"Thou shall not squeal," la the first 
law of tho gangster. 
The gangster's 
honor is to be trusted in gangdom. The 
first law of the Boy Scouts Is "A 
scout's honor is to bo trusted." If ho 
breaks his honor by telling a He he 
ceases to bo a scout. 
If the gangster 
squeals tho penalty Is death. 


Noxt to not squealing, tho law of tho 
gang is that its members shall be 
“hunky." A Bcout’s second law Is loy­ 
alty to his country and his friends. 
"He must slick to them through thick 
and thin against anyone who is tbelr 
enemy." And so on. A scout must bo 
brave and daring and must obey or­ 
ders without question and he must 
never sulk.

TAKES POISON ON TRAIN 


To bailie the law, which again had her 
in ita toils, Mary M, though, alias Daw­ 
son, took poison while being taken from 
Hanover to Baltimore Tuesday morning 
by Chief of Police Smeach. 
When the 
Chief and his woman prisoner reached 
the office of Marshal Faran at Baltimore, 
about 12;30 p m., the woman almost col* 
lapsed, and was hastened to the Mercy 
hospital, where she it* in a serious condi­ 
tion. Although only 29 years old, the 
woman has a long police record and was 
pardoned on Dec. 9 last while serving a 3- 
year term in the Maryland penitentiary 
on forgery charges, and prior to this serv­ 
ed 5 years on similar charges in the peni­ 
tentiary at Philadelphia. Freed from the 
Maryland penitentiary, the woman soon 
found employment as stenographer and 
bookkeeper in the office of Rosenbloom 
. & Levy, Baltimore 
She worked there a 
lew weeks when it was found that the 
endorsement on a check supposed to have 
- been diawn by that firm had been forg­ 
ed. The forgery was traced to her. 
Be­ 
fore the police located her she skipped 
and a country-wide search was started. 
Monday nitrht Chief Smeach located her 
in the American hotel, in Hanover, and 
on Tuesday morning s h e w as arrested. 
He took her aboard the 9:35 a m train 
for Baltimore. She asked permission to 
get a drink of water after leaving Hano- 
over, and th e Chief sa v s h e thinks it was 
then that she took the poison tablets. 
Shortly after ehe complained of being ill 
When questioned by ijmeach she admitt- 
cd that she had swalied six bichloride 
tablets. There were no physicians on the 
train and she was t.iken direct to Balti­ 
more. 


In a critical condition at Mercy hospi­ 
tal, she made two attempts to end her 
life by throwing herself from a window of 
the institution but she was caught.

fatal disease of hordes, mules and man ; 
there is no known cure for the malady. 
The symptoms that might be observed by 
a layman are a discharge from the nose 
and slowly healing ulcers on the legs or 
on the animal^ body. These ulcers may 
or may not be con/ie^ted by a corded 
«welling have a rosebud like appearance 
and discharge a sticky yellowish or honey 
like material. 
Usually the animal’s ap­ 
petite is good and it may work for years 
but eventually will loose flesh rapidly, 
be jomes worthless and is a source of dan 
gcr at all times to horses, mules and man. 
fi he glands under the jaw may be swol­ 
len, hard and seem to he fastened to the 
bones but they seldom break or discharg 
pp: 
All suspicious ca^es should 
foe 
p/utnptly reported to the Htate Veterina­ 
rian as required by law. The State de­ 
stroy® horses and mules affected with 
gianders. If they are in such a condi­ 
tion that they have a market value a lim­ 
ited appraisement may be allowed. 
Dr. 
Marshall concluded by stating that the 
htate Livestock Htock Sanitary Board will 
render assistance at all times by cleaning 
up known centers oi infection and thus 
checking the spread of disease.
